Synthetic Orga.nlc Chemistry In the 
Study of Odorous Substances" was 
the subject of an Address given by 
I'rofessor Marston T. Reigcrt licforo a 
well attended meeting of the Chemical 
.Society last n ght. 

Professor Bogert stated thnl the 
norc w,is far more Honsitlve than the 
finest ma.surlnsr instrument -made by 
man and that Ihis sense hod too long 
been neglected. Since the odour of a 
compound l.s due to its action on the 
olf.octory ner\-e, if we can estallsh the 
relation of cheinicAl constitution to 
smell, then we w 11 have gone a long 
way tow.ards ostablishing tho relation 
of chemical constitution to physlologi 
cal effect: and thus wo may open up 
the road toward liniltle.ss discoveries 
of drugs and medicines. 

From the commercial standpo nt too 
the Htudy of synthetic production of 
perfumes is important and ■tir.gcnt, for 
the day of perfumes from, natural 
sources is fast waning and the product 
of the laboratorj' is replacing the 
floral perfume for the following rea- 
sons Purity, and constant constitution 
lend to the enact reproductoin of 
blends. Synthetic products do not 
putrefy w.th age, as do the natural 
products in many cases. Production is 
not dependent upon weather, disease, 
pests, etc and the cost of production Is 
lower, owing to reduction of labour 
and tho relative chcaplness of the raw 
materials. Also a greater variety and 
range Is offered than by plant pro- 
ducts. This is evidejjied by the amaz 
.Tig number of synthetic dyes and 
drugs In eomparlson with the nattiral 
products a\'ailahle before the invasion 
of the field by the organic chcsmlst. 

Dr. Bogert then reviewed the fac 
tors on -which an odour depended. The 
physlcai tactors were enumerated an 
vapour pressure, solubility In water 
and lipoids, the velocity of reaction 
with the olfactory.- nerves and finally 
dilution. In IllustraUon of tho latter it 
wnn demonstrated that a revoltiTig 
odour such as that of Indole .should on 
dilution be a fundamental constituent 
of the ordours of Jasmine and orange 
blossom . 

The chem cal factors are very im 
portant ns ii knowledge of these must 
precede an ability to .synthocise new 
perfumes. At present the knowledge 
l.s vwy imi>frfeet, but many workers 
lire engaged in this type of rcsciurch 
U'nd already a large number of Import- 
lUii tacUfTH hn.ve been deduced. 

Ry means of slides of graphic for 
inulae the speiikei- riemoiiMlralert how 
the problem was being attacked and 
what inaiglit had already been gained 
Into the rolaton of odour to chemical 
constitution , 

Professor Whitby proposed a vote of 
thanks to the speaker, which was re 
aponded to in â warm and appreciative 
manner.

DORMITORY BILL 



Discussion Centred Around 
The Correct Meaning of 
the Word Dormitory 

By a vote of 33-30, members of Hi» " 
.Majesty's opposition wero swept Intc 
power at the opening session of the 
.Mock Parliament, held In the Union 
Ball Room last night. Despite the 
gallant effort.s of the li.'n. .lohn Hum- 
phrey and fellow members ot the gov- 
ernment, the Dormitory Bill, provldlni; 
for the establishment of dormitories at' 
McGlll was defeated, and the Hon. 
CW)rdon. Webster and his party acnuir-; 
ed the supremo power. 

The debating was keen throughout 
many mcml>ers on both sides' ot * the 
House rising to give their ideas on 
the Bill. There was much discu.sslon 
as to the meaning of the word "dor- 
mitory", .and even ar. the end some 
doubt still remained as to the correct 
definition. There was some suspicion 
of double voting and in consequence a

Ha 
outlined the policy of the government, 
stre.s.'îlng the tact that they intended 
to pay particular attention to the "wel- 
fare of the universities. It was alaoi 
their intention, he said, to prevent the 
showing of foreign moving pictures in 
Canada, and to .advocate representa- 
tion of the larger universities in the 
federal parliament. 

The Rt. Hon. J. P. Humphrey then 
rose to Introduce the dormitory bill. 
He viewed with horror the findings of 
a commission which had investigated 
conditions at McGill. and stated that 
it was necessary to build doi^tojrtes'- 
and 30 save the students from ragi- ' 
clous landlords.

The Won. B. Ale.\ander. in .seconding 
the motion, sketched the execrable 
living conditions endurcit by sttidenls 
and drew a llanciful pictm-e of long 
rows of white beds and smiling nurse- 
maids. De.scribing the bill tis p. mea- 
sure to alleviate the present acute dis- 
tro.s.s, he exhorted his hearers not to 
be "swayed by cruel, hcitrtless .argi^- 
ments ot tho unrelenting opposition." 

Amid .shouts of appl.auac from the 
oppo.sliion benches, Hon. F. R. Scott,., 
member Coi- Quebec South, rose to op- 
pu.so the bill. The oppo.sition, he point- 
ed out, also advocated reform in ex-

STUDENT TOURS RUSSIA 

" ^"ew York (by. Xew Student Serv- 
ice) "At five minutes to eleven on 
the morninij of thevl2th of lust 
June there stood on the docks of the 
Cunard Une of New York, eisjt ra- 
tter b«wildered and disoonso'.ate peo- 
ple. The boat was to sail at eleven 
and lielr enterprize was no lesser 
one than a summer in Soviet Russia. 
...But there they were, after three 
months work with neither passports 
nor \'lsas." 

So began the hazardouis trip 
through Russia, .narrated in an inter 
^•iéw with Elizabeth Van Alstyne. 

The Moscow reception was a warm 
une, and the American studentï never 
lacked publicity through nuws reels 
and the press. 

Impressions were often upset. Rub 
sia is pictured as a place of steel 
and military order but they found 
her to Iji- a camel. The American 
stood open mouthed on the plains 
outside of Kamara surveying a coun 
tJ'y without a tree for hundreds of 
miles. The villagers were winding 
In and out among ije mud huts be 
hind camels, were ploughing with 
tliem. The prevailing odor was not 
of gasoline but of 'the cow dung fuel, 

Russian materialism, Miss Van Al- 
styne jeported, is not what Amerl 
cans have thought It. "Materialism, 
— that Iron word, wlitn it is spoken 
by a Russian somehow sounds dif- 
ferent. Lenin achieved iiis o^erpow 
ering ■ results mo inly through his 
sheer splrituaJllty, Itls power of mak- 
ing hlBJself loved."
